About 65 per cent of the 
short palms lining the city’s 
streets will have to be re¬ 
moved, City Administrator 
Lawrence C. Bevington said. 

The estimate came from 
an inspector from the State 
Department of Agriculture 
who recently studied the sit¬ 
uation here.

Close Senate Race Forecast 


A recently completed public opinion poll indicates that 
GOP Sen. Thomas Kuchel will have to fight hard to defeat 
Democratic aspirant Richard Richards for California’s 
junior Senate seat. 

The results of this survey are especially surprising 
when contrasted with the substantial victory achieved by 
Sen. Kuchel only three months ago when he polled more 
than 1,800,000 votes on both the Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic primary ballots. Richards, who ran only on the 
Democratic ticket, polled slightly more than 1,000,000 votes, 
and Samuel Yorty, another Democratic candidate, garnered 
450,000 votes. 

This survey, incidentally, was conducted by the Cali¬ 
fornia Poll, an independent and impartial survey organi¬ 
zation supported by a number of California newspapers 
representing all shades of political opinion. 

In the survey, Kuchel received 40 per cent, Richards 
38 per cent, and 22 per cent of the voters were undecided. 

There may be several reasons for the present narrow¬ 
ing of the gap in public popularity between the candidates. 
Richards undoubtedly has picked up some Yorty support¬ 
ers. He also is becoming better known as the result of 
three months’ additional campaigning. 

The California Poll pointed out that the situation 
today closely resembles 1954. In that year, Sen. Kuchel won 
a substantial victory In the primary over Yorty. 

In September, though, the two candidates were virtu- 
all deadlocked, with 21 per cent of the voters undecided. 
In the latter stages of the campaign, Kuchel began to pull 
ahead and won the election by a seven percentage point 
plurality. 

The next eight weeks will demonstrate whether Kuchel 
can duplicate his 1954 performance, or whether Richards 
will gain enough strength to win. 

(Sen. Kuchel, first appointed by Gov. Earl Warren, 
was elected in 1954 to fill the unexpired term of Vice 
President Richard Nixon.)

2 lbs. round steak

IV 2 tsp. salt 
ft tsp. pepper 
4 Tbsp. flour 

3 Tbsp. shortening 
1 - pt. sour cream 

\i C. water 

1 Tbsp. chopped pimiento 
I Tbsp. chopped parsley 
Cut steak into serving pieces. 
Mix salt, pepper and flour in a 
clean paper bag. Put meat into 
bag and shake to thoroughly 
coat with seasoned flour. Saute 
steak in hot shortening in a 
skillet until browned on both 
sides. (Leave meat in skillet if 
it has a good lid and a heat¬ 
proof handle. Otherwise, re¬ 
move it to a casserole.) Pour 
sour cream and water over 
steak. Add pimiento and pars¬ 
ley. Cover and bake at 350° for 
1% hours. 

SPECIAL NOTE: If meat is 
to stand before clock-controlled 
cooking begins, REFRIGERATE 
SEVERAL HOURS after brown¬ 
ing and before placing in oven.

Set cups 
in pan of cold water, using 
enough water to come half way 
up the sides of the cups. Bake 
at 350° for IV 2 hours. 

SPECIAL NOTE: Cold water 
is used in the baking pan to 
permit a standing time of as 
long as 4’A hours before clock- 
controlled cooking begins. If 
cooking is to begin immediately, 
vou may put hot water in the 
pan and reduce the baking time 
to about one hour

CHICKEN 

FRYERS

Two lonely men arrived in 
Pasadena in the 80s and 
sought solitude in our moun¬ 
tains. They were Owen and 
Jason Brown, sons of John 
Brown of Harper's Ferry 
fame. 

Owen and Jason were with 
their father all through the 
struggle between the free 
state men and the border 
ruffians in K a n s a s. They 
were in the battles at Black 
Jack and Ossawatomie and 
saw their unarmed, younger 
brother shot d o w n in the 
street. 

Owen was with his father 
in the Harper's Ferry raid. 
Two of his brothers were 
killed, his father taken pris¬ 
oner, convicted of treason 
and hung Dec. 2. 1S59, which 
aroused much feeling in 
both the North and South. 
This incident inspired the 
song. “John Brown's Body." 

OWEN WAS one of seven 
who escaped Col. Robert E. 
Lee's Marines. Their cross¬ 
ing the country is a thrill¬ 
ing tale. They traveled at 
night, eating acorns, corn— 
anything to survive without 
making a fire, as they were 
pursued by soldiers and citi¬ 
zens with dogs and guns 
and a price was set on their 
heads. 

Two of the seven ventured 
into a town to get some 
food; they were captured 
and hung. 

Owen and Jason built a 
shelter on a mesa between 
Millard Canyon and the Ar¬ 
royo Seco, overlooking the 
city of Pasadena. Later this 
site was to be called Las 
Casitas. 

THEY LOVED to roam the 
quiet hills, and on a hike 
discovered a beautiful wood¬ 
ed glen with a stream of fine 
water. In this secluded re¬ 
treat they built a mountain 
cabin, completed in 1886 (El 
Prieto Canyon). 

On Oct. 11,1887, they erect¬ 
ed a monument and set a 
flag pole on a then-unnamed 
peak and raised the Stars 
and Stripes. Here they left 
a written record proclaiming 
this to be John Brown’s peak. 

They planted a small Pin- 
on Pine on this lofty sum¬ 
mit, caring for it as best 
they could. It grew, the only 
Pinon Pine growing on this 
side of our range. 

Later they transferred 
their interest to a peak fur¬ 
ther west; which now bears 
their father’s name. The 
original peak later became 
the now famous Mt. Lowe. 

THEY BECAME an item of 
interest throughout Califor¬ 
nia. Many visitors stopped to 
see them. Some were just 
curious, .others were in sym¬ 
pathy with the cause for 
which they had fought. Thus 
the two old men made warm 
friends. Owen often express¬ 
ed the wish to be buried on 
the summit of Brown moun¬ 
tain and they had planned 
to build a wagon road to the 
top. This road was never 
completed. 

Owen’s health was failing. 
On Monday, Dec. 30. 1888, he 
worked pretty hard in the 
morning, then laid down and 
slept in the bright sun on 
the banks of the Arroyo. He 
attended a Gospel Temper¬ 
ance Meeting at night, put¬ 
ting all the money he had 
on him in the collection box. 

HE THEN walked two 
miles to his sister’s house. 
Tuesday he and Jason were 
made honorary members of 
the W.C.T.U., which greatly 
pleased them. 

Owen Brown, the last sur¬ 
vivor of John Brown’s his¬ 
toric raid on Harper’s Ferry, 
Va., died Jan. 8, 1889. He was 
64 years, 2 months and 4 
days of age. Over 2000 peo¬ 
ple attended the funeral; 
many were notables of the 
day. 

He was buried on a little 
knoll in the foothills above 
Altadena, to the music of 
“John Brown’s Body" and 
with the white ribbons of 
the W.C.T.U. on his breast. 

The last words he uttered 
were, “It is better to be in 
a place, and suffer wrong, 
than to do wrong.” 

A granite stone, which is 
inscribed, marks the spot. 
Owen Brown was never mar¬ 
ried. 

New homes are approach¬ 
ing this grave. I wonder 
what will become of it?
